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Are spread so thin among the 27 courses offered that only two out of ten 
AO course* have the required 15 registrants, and none of the 17 offered 
by GW has the required quota. Several additional All courses show 
promise of reaching their minimum quota of 15 students but the GW 
offerings may have to be eliminated entirely. 

Last year about 90 percent of the emoloyees in f U courses received 
Agency sponsorship contrasted with only about 40 percent of those taking 
GW classes. Most All courses lend themselves to sponsorship because 
they deal with technical subjects of a job- related nature. Generally, 
results continue to be discouraging despite considerable additional pub- 
licity and effort. Registrations are being kept open until 9 September.
